against what they justly termed political 
tyranny.

Clinton Ballard, a leading 


Progressive of Outagamie-co, at that time 
treasury agent of the administration at 
Madison, has just related some additional 
facts bearing on that incident. In a state- 
ment issued Tuesday at Madison, in which 
he comes out in support'of Mr. Zimmer- 
man's candidacy for governor, Mr. Bal- 
lard says: 


To illustrate the -way in which the "Madison 


Ring" seek* to control candidates for state of- 
fices. I'll give you the high lights of a confer- 
ence I had with Blaine two years ago. 


Governor Blaine called me to his office at 


that tlme-and said to me: "I understand you 
are supporting; Fred Zimmerman for secretary 
of state. Don't you know that I have a candi- 
date against him and that as one of my offi- 
cial'family (I was state treasury agent at that 
time) you arc supposed to support the candidate 
that I endorse?"

Zimmerman for many years, and that I had al-

running for governor. For this ambition 
he is roundly denounced by Blaine and 
his coterie as a renegade Progressive, but 
there are increasing signs that Mr. Zim- 
merman is going to be nominated for gov- 
ernor despite the attacks on him by the 
Blaine slate. So far as his progressivism 
goes, Mr. Ballard says the late 'Senator 


• LaFollette said to him shortly before he 
died: "Keep your eye on this boy Zim- 
merman: he is destined to do big things in 
this state. I "ve known Fred Zimmerman 
for twenty years and lie lias always bccii 
right.*' 
In this same primary election 


the Blaine machine is denying the right of 
Stanley Smith, insurance commissioner, to 
aspire to a higher office and of Mr. Bal- 
lard to run for state treasurer against Sol 
Levitan. The record shows clearly a de- 
termination of a small clique, headed by 
Blaine, to boss the Progressive party in 
Wisconsin. 
This clique, known as the 


"Madison ring", has subverted not only 
the principles of the primary itself, but 
has substituted 
for it boss rule that 


threatens the solidarity and future of the 
progressive movement. 


So thoroughly are these facts appre- 


ciated by genuine Progressives through- 
out the state that the revolt against 
Blaine and his machine is spreading rapid- 
ly and in all directions. 
The Wisconsin 


Farmer, a Progressive publication, read 
by several hundred thousand farmers in 
Wisconsin, has repudiated Blaine and his 
slate and is supporting Lenroot for sena- 
tor. So-with the Madison CapitalfcTimes, 
the outstanding Progressive daily news- 
paper of the state. 
Only the-other day 


K«p. Schafer. Progressive congressman 
from Milwaukee, issued a scathing attack 
on the Blaine machine and announced his 
support of Zimmerman for governor and 
Lenroot for senator. The Shawano Coun- 
ty Advocate says the farmers of that coun- 
ty are off Blaine. and so it goes through- 
out the state. 


The real issue in this election would 


seem to be the overthrow of bossism and 
machine rule, and the preservation of the 
primary. 
The public generally is coming 


to see this, and to resent dictation by the 
"Madison ring." This is why so many 
citizens of all classes and party affiliation 
are coming out in support of Zimmerman 
for governor and Lenroot for senator. 
They believe it to be for the best interest 
of the state to break up the Blaine ma- 
chine, whose principal contribution to our. 
political economy has been excessive tax- 
ation, extravagance, and the replacement 
of popular rule by machine rule, con- 
cerned only with advancing the personal 
ambition of its members for power and 
place. It is beginning to look like a- 
sweeping revolt.

lini or Pilsudski to carry them through na- 
tional crises. 


The public school as known in this 


country is the greatest safeguard of the 
nation. Every effort should be made to 
keep it at the highest point of effective- 
ness.

But in some 
ases more or less inflammation or diseases is set 
p by the germ and in such cases It may happen 
hat long after recovery from the fever a rrfdus or 
lump of the germs in the bile will become the 
enter for the deposit or accumulation of layer aft- 
r layer of material from the bile, to form gall- 
tone.

ases of gall sac inflammation (called cholecystitis) 
•ithout or before the formation of galltones. 
It is -Impossible to tell when a gallstone is begin- 
ing to form. In a case of gall sac or gall duct in- 
animation and so many physicians think it wise 
o prescribe for such persons a diet poor in cjioles- 
rol (food material from which chdtesterin may be 
enved). Briefly. th» foods which contain constder- 
ble of this material are cream, yolk of egg. brain. 
jver. sweetbread,

hould be avoided. All forms of animal fat should
